GANGES WATER ACCORD TALKS==<President Ziaur Rahman has spoken of the Bangladesh pro- 
posal for inclusion of Nepal in the Ganges water talke with India. In an interview 
with the Nepalese news agency, RSS, during hie recent J-day friendly visit to Nepal, 
the president said the proposal is nothing new. We had been advocating the inclusion 
of Nepal since 1977 when we signed the Ganges agreement with India, It was also 
Clearly mentioned in the sideletter to the agreement. President Zia stressed that 
since the Ganges is an international river, Bangladesh stands for a joint approach 
for the utiligation of ite waters. On bilateral relations, he expressed the hope 
that these will be further strengthened in the days ahead to the mutual benefit of 
the two peoples. in this connection, he listed various measures taken so far to 
increase further cooperation between the two countries. About a permanent corridor 
between Bangladesh and Nepal, the president said arrangements for the movement of 
goods from one country to another will be further expanded.

ltext] Terrorists have threatened to bomb the Sydney home of ACTU president 
Mr Cliff Delan. 


Police were investigating the threat, made to his wife. 


Mr Dolan revealed to THE AUSTRALIAN yesterday that his wite had received a 
letter, purportedly signed by members of the Ananda Marga religious sect, 
threatening his own and his family's lives. 


fut a spokesman for the Ananda Marga, Mr Mark Dimmelow, described the allega- 
tions last night as « “preposterous frame-up," arranged because the group had 
made progress in clearing the names of three members allegedly "framed" in the 
Hilton bombing case. 


He said the Ananda Marga had no argument with the trade union movement, deplored 
violence, and had alwavs supported the ideals of social justice the ACTU stood 
for. 


fhe proup had mode great progress in clearing its members of suspicion of 
involvement in the Hilton bombing because many members of the NSW State Parlia- 
ment had written to the NSW Attorney-General, Mr Walker, demanding a fresh in- 


quiry into the case. 
Thies had resulted in a new probe by Mr Walker's Department. 


Mr Dolan said the letter had been immediately referred to the police, who had 
checked fingerprints. 


He had changed his home telephone number during the Oantas dispute because of 
offensive calls, but he said the bomb threat had come after this, when the dis- 
pute was almost resolvec. 


He has not . ught police protection. 





His predeces a Mr Bob Hawke, now the lbederal Opposition spokesman on indua- 
trial relations, was provided some years ago with 4 private car and a chauffeur-

Mr Dolan hae not avatied himself of either the car or the chauffeur, and both

lText|) Canberra.--The Federal Government has increased 
security arrangemente for the 40 Commonwealth Heads of 
Government when they meet in Australia in October. 


hie tollows advice from security agencies. The new security includes a sophis- 
ticated network of radi» and television monitors for street and air surveillance 
to detect possible threats to the leaders. 


The cost of the equipment is estimated at nearly $750,000. The increase in 
security costs has caused the total cost of holding the conference to increase. 


in this year's budget, $385,000 was allocated for the conference. The Prime 
Minister and Cabinet Department now estimtes that nearly $2 million will be 
needed. 


The Prime Minister and Cabinet Department, the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment and the Housing and Construction Department all are seeking extra funds to 
say for the conference. 


The tight security arrangements have been ordered to ensure that there is not 
a repeat of the tragic bombing which happened last time Commonwealth Heads of 
Government met in Australia. 


During the meeting in Sydney in February, 1978, a bomb exploded outside the 
Hilton Hotel where the leaders were staying, killing three people. 


The October meeting will be held in Melbourne at the Exhibition Building. The 
40 Heads of Government will be staving in Melbourne hotels. 


They also will be travelling to Canberra for informal conference sessions. The 
meeting will be the most important conference of government leaders ever held in 
Australia. 


As well as the $750,000 allocated for the purchase of radio and TV equipment for 
street and air surveillance, other large amounts will be needed for other secur- 
ity items. 


Nearly $175,000 will be spent on the hire and maintenance of additional radio 
equipment for security purposes. The Victorian Government will be paid $60,000 
by tie Commonwealth to reimburse it for fitting out a police operations centre 
for the conference.

HASLNA REPORTED PLANNING RETURN--Dacca, 20 Apr (AFP)--Sheikh Hasina Wajed, self- 
exiled surviving daughter of slain Bangladesh leader Sheikh “ujibur Rahman, will re- 
turn here from India on May 6, Awami League General Secretary Abdur Bazzak announced 
here last night. He said Sheikh Hasina would assume leadership of her father's 
Awami League of which she was elected chairman in February. In a statement issued 
after an extended presidium meeting of the Awami League, Mr Razzak said a four-member 
committee had been formed to give a “historic reception” to Sheikh Hasina when she 
arrives from New Delhi. The statement came within a week after the announcement in 
Parliament by Awami League member Saluddin Yusuf that Sheikh Hasina, who sought 
political asylum in India following the overthrow of her father in a violent coup 

in August 1975, would return here on April 28. Press reports said today that Sheikh 
Hasina would return alone on her first homecoming, leaving her husband and two child- 
ren in Delni. The reports, quoting Awami League sources, said a private house would 
be made available for her accommodation here.

GOVERNMENT ACTS AGAINST SIKH SEPARATIST MOVEMENT 
BK161553 Delhi THE INDIAN EXPRESS in English 10 Apr 81 p 1

[Text] New Delhi, 9 Apr (EXPRESS NEWS SERVICE)--The Home Ministry has decided to 
deal firmly with the Akalis' demand for a separate nation. 


The home minister, Mr Zail Singh -vho reviewed the situation with senior officers, 
has ordered a number of steps. s firet step, the passporc of Dr Jagjit Singh, a 
former Punjab minister who is spea -auing the movement for Khalistan, is to be im- 
pounded immediately. Dr Jagjit Singh is in London. 


Mr Zail Singh told me in an interview on Thursday that he had ordered the ministry 
to identify the persons behind this campaign abroad. The report, identifying the 
persons indulging in anti-national activities in the name of Khalistan, has since 
been received. Their passports will be impounded. Instructions have already been 
issued to stop these persons from going to France, West Germany, the United Kingdom 
and Canada to collect money. 


Mr Zail Singh said Mr Ganga Singh Dhillon, who presided over the Sikh educational 
conference at Chandigarh last month, was an American citizen. He was responsible 
fer the resolution adopted at the conference declaring "Sikhs as a separate nation" 
and demanding a seat at the United Nations. 


Mr Dhillon's entry into the country has been banned and he has been put on the black 
list. 


The home minister made it clear the government would not tolerate the Akali extrem- 
ists’ anti-national activities. These would be curbed with a strong hand. He 
appealed to Punjabis, particularly Sikhs, to oppose the move. 


Asked to comment on the SGPC |Sikh Gurdwara Prabandhak Committee--Sikh Shrines 
Management Committee] resolution declaring "Sikhs as a separate nation," Mr Zail 
Singh said it was wrong of the Akalis to involve the SGPC in political matters. Its 
role was limited to management of Gurdwaras and religious preaching. 


lie said the Chief Khalsa Dewan, which organised the educational conference at 
Chandigarh, was established to look after the Sikh education institutions. It should 
netther have invited Mr Ganga Singh Dhillon, a foreigner, to preside over the educa- 
tivnai conferences, nor should it have permitted Mr Dhillon to declare that Sikhs 
were a separate ation. 








Ne said the demand for an independent Sikh etate would be suicidal for Sikhe, 


Ne regretted that the Akalis had always exploited religion for political ends, 
Whenever they were out of power, they raised such slogane. 


iow could a4 religion be a nation, he asked The Akalis should know that religion 
and nationhood were two separate things, 


The Akalia were trying to take the Sikhe away from the mainstream, Mr Zail Singh 
said. They were even moving away from the teachings of the Sikh gurus,

MCA HOLDS SYMPOSIUM ON FUTURE OF CHINESE NATIONALS 
Selangor SIN CHEW JIT POW MALAYSIA in Chinese 16 Mar 81 p 9 


iTexat] Lee San Choon, general chatrman of the Malaysian Chinese Association 
(MCA), today reminded the Chinese not to use chauviniem or “second class cit izen- 
ship” ae a point of departure in solving their problems, 


"We must etrictly regard ourselves os Malayeian citizens to manage our own affairs, 
and at the same time we quet not resign ourselves to fate in viewing our future,” 


Datuk Lee San Choon made thia remark during his epeech opening a public political 
seminar held at the Pataling Jaya Community Center under the auspices of the pub- 
lic service bureau of the MCA's Pataling Jaya district branch today. 


Five party figures spoke at thie seminar entitled "What Choice of Action for the 
Chinese in 1990°". They were Lee Kim Sye, chairman of the MCA in Selangor state; 
Tan Khoon Chuan, chairman of the MCA's federal committee; Sim Geok Pit, nation- 
wide commander of the Malaveian Chinese Youth League; Wee Bok Leang, member of 
MCA's central committee; and Yeo Poh San, chief of the public service bureau of 
the MCA's Pataline fava district branch. 


Datuk Lee San Choon satd that if the Chinese want to effectively reflect our 
aepiratione, we must exprese them in 4 concrete manner. 


"We must draw the line and adopt the policy to be carried out in the fields of 
politics, culture, education, economy and other aspects of our lives--now,.” 


He stressed that the Chinese must respect the strong political support gained by 
the bumiputras, but this dees not mean that we should belittle the political 
atrength of other sationalities., 


th urped the Chinese eet to be jealous of the buemiputras’ involvement in business 
and industry, but this does sot imply that we cannot improve ourselves in these 
fields, 


“We must also respect the culture of the bumiputras and the Malayans, but this by 
no means signifies that other cultural heritages cannot be promoted or must be 
wiped out.” 
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in his speech entitled “Break Through the Difficult Situation,” Lee Kim Sye 
pointed out that in order to dispel the political disarray of the Chinese nation= 
ale, they must choose one of the following two political roads: 


1) Support NCA's consistent and firm objective of greater solidarity awong the 
Chinese, or 


2) Oppose the “Malaysia for Malaysians" goal as advocated by the opposition 
parties, particularly by the Democratic Action Party, 


lie said that politics etreesee reality and that the Chinese people in Malaysia 
cannot escape from thie fac >, Ae long as Malays’ rights and interests are etill 
represented by the United Malaye National Organization (UMNO), racial politics 
will remin unchanged i: 1990 of thereafter, so the Chinese must seriously make 
a choice and tirmly head ‘oward this objective. 


He said that before breaking through the difficult circumstances faced by the 
entire 5 million Chinese nationale and their descendants, we must first of all 
resolve our ideological disunity and at the same time resolve our disarray in 
political atrength. 


"These two probleme must be solved simultaneously. This is due to the fact that 
as soon a8 we realize that the difficulties faced bv us must be overcome by our- 
selves, it is definitely possible for us to solve the problem of our political 
disintegration." 


He predicted that from now on till 1990, thanks to the further and energetic pro- 
wotion of the New Economic Policy, our political, economic, educational and 
cultural realms will undergo drastic changes, for the Malays are firmly convinced 
that they will continue to make a great leap forward in the economic field by vir- 
tue of the political backing they enjoy from the government. 


“If some people believe that the bumiputras would stop growing after achieving 
W) percent in 1990, they are daydreaming.” 


He said that politically we must wipe out our intra-racial contradictions and 
animosities in order to realize the foundations for our solidarity, unify the 
center of our political leadership, strengthen our political drive and then con- 
solidate our collaboration with the moderate Malayve and curb the atmosphere of 
extreme racialien, 


Datuk Lee said that it is foreseeable that due to drastic political and economic 
changes in the coming decade, the traditional structure of the Chinese society and 
clubs and associations will be affected. It is certain that due to object ive 
circumstances, these Chinese organizations will make the necessary adjustments. 


lie added that as a matter of fact, many Chinese organizations have gradually changed 


their outlook and goal from a sociable and fellowship gathering of the past to a 
desire to rally around the cooperative movement (as one of the five major plans 

of the “Malaysian Chinese Association) and to plunge into industry by concentrating 
financial resources of their members for economic development. A case in point is 
the Chiung (Chow Association which has succeeded in forming the Bee Hua Cooperative 
Society. 





im the other hand, te continued, we Chiifeses Murtl atrengthen our orpantifation te 
cope with objective pressures and blows, Seen from another angle, Chinese asso- 
clations have their reason d'etre, but pol!tically speaking, if they can be 
closely coordinated with a political machinery, their petential strength is not 
to be underestimated, 


Speaking at the seminar on the question of “total participation in the nation's 
economic mainstream,” Tan Khoon Chuan, chairman of MCA's federal committee, ad- 
mitted that the deteriorating economic position of the Chi..ese is due to their 
lack of political power, "But we must not forget that political power cannot be 
built up in one day, or by shouting slogans or getting involved in bickerings. 
We cannot keep silent simply because we are politically behind others, We must 
do something to improve our economic plight." 


lie believed that faced with the new situation, the Chinese must adopt 4 new 
atrateay and coordinate our collective action in order to attain our goal, In 

the economic fleld, we guet adopt the principles of “many a little makes a mickle’ 
and “ture the various parte into the whole,” by accumulating our manpower, 

finene ial capacity and skille and march toward big industry through cooperatives 
or publi: mpanicos, se the economic future of the Chinese will be guaranteed, 


However, he pointed out that the suecess of this strategy will be contingent upon 
our political strength. 


lie reminded the Chinese that economically we must achieve self-reliance, while 
politically we muac continue unfolding our legitimate etruggle. We must take 
collective action both economically and politically. tf we remain disunited and 
suspicious of one a.other, instead of concentrating our will and our strength, 
then we will remair in the subordinate position forever. 


He continued thac politically we gust have good organization and discipline, 
while economically we must go through collective action and march toward the 
soal of “possessing 40 percent of the company's wealth.” 


lle said that if the Malaysian Chinese do net wish to be eliminated in the process 
of national development, we must rise up and adopt a more positive attitude 


toward productive taveatmenta, 


ih said that if we want to play a role in the nation’s economic development, we 
must adopt the strategy of “working along both lines”: 


Firet of all, we @uet make full use of our organizational tool, sufficient finan- 
cial resources and manpower so we can compete effectively on the market, and 


Secondly, we muet train industrial leaders to manage our industries. 


i also proposed a merger between Chinese-owned bus companies in Kuala Lumpur and 
Pataling lava. 


“Juding by the situation of transportation prevailing in both cities, it is quite 
possible that the public transit industry will be nationalized one day." 
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Speaking on the “political future of the Chinese,” Sim Geok Pit of the Malaysian 
Chinese Youth League said the UMNO has attained an advantageous position en the 
strength of ite political etruggle, Under UNMO's leadership, the unification of 
religious belief constitutes the foundation for the eelidarity of the Malay 
society, The Malaya have set up a good social order and organization system, and 
they follow their leadership, in so doing, the Malays’ political solidarity will 
be facilitated and 4a powerful force will be generated, Moreover, civil service 
and the military as well as police are in the hands of the Malays, which has 
enabled them to gain an advantageous political position, This, in turn, will 
help them grasp the future of their nation and transform their national plight. 


lie expressed the view that the rampant selfishness of the Chinese aay be regarded 
ae the mortal wound for Chinese solidarity, The Chinese are good individuals, but 
they turn apathetic when discussing or participating in common endeavors, 


"The dire atraite of the Chinese are all political in nature, so we must resolve 
them through political channels, Rome was not built in one day, The democratic 
political struggles are lasting and tortuous, and they require dynamic application 
of strategies and skills, The 5 major plane promoted by the Malaysian Chinese 
Association are completed, awaiting implementation. This forme a breakthrough in 
the course of MCA's difficult political etruggle, and the beginning of a new Long 
march. We must resolutely carry them out, and we will not stop until we have 
reached our final objective." 


Wee Bok Leang's speech was entitled “Analysis and Prospect.” 


He said that between now and 1990, due to the dissatisfaction over the government's 
educational policy, Chinese children will continue to leave the country to further 
their education.

PROTEST OVER BAN ON CHINESE CHARACTERS 
Selangor KIN KWOK DALLY NEWS in Chinese 11 Mar 81 p 4 


[Text] Seven members of the Pasing municipal council said they had no foreknow- 
ledge of an official ban on the use of Chinese characters on a ceremonial arch 
erected by the Pasing Chinese community to mark the Sultan's birthday. Represent- 
ing the Malaysian Chinese Association (MCA), these seven councillors added that 
they would lodge « strong protest at the forthcoming regular monthly meeting of 
the council, 


They joined with Tong Kock Mo, a Selangor congressman, to express their displeasure 
in a news conference today. 


The seven councillors present at the press conference were Wee Thian Hock, Tay 
You Gee, Ong Soo Tong, Tong Eng Sing, Saw Kaye Giap, Lao Thiam Seng and Tay Kim Low. 


Wee Thian Hock, head of the coordination committee of the seven MCA councillors, 
pointed out that before the Pasing municipal council issued a circular order 
addressed to the Chinese General Chamber of Commerce banning the use of Chinese 
characters on the celebration arch, the said council had never discussed the issue. 
The MCA representatives in the municipal council received no such circular order 
and learned of it from the newspapers only; subsequently, they received many in- 
quiries from the Chinese community. They said that if the matter had been dis- 
cussed at the council meeting, they would have firmly opposed it. 


They thought that the circular order issued by the municipal council was not fair 
and vic’ated the spirit of the Constitution. 


Selangor congressman Tong Kock Mo pointed out that back in the early 70's, the 
question of using Chinese characters on billboards was already placed on the agenda 
for discussion. At the time, after several hours of deliberation, and understanding 
was reached between the deputy prime minister and concurrently home affairs minis- 
ter, the late Dr Ismail, and the Chinese representatives to the effect that if the 
national language were to be prominently displayed on a billboard, other languages 
displayed on the same billboard would be permitted, too. Therefore, the ban against 
the use of Chinese words on the ceremonial arch, which was erected by the Chinese 
community, was regarded as unfair. 
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Congresnman Tong explained that the intended Chinese words on the arch was for the 
purpose of informing some non-Malayan-speaking Chinese people of the significance 
and participation of the Chinese community in celebrating the Sultan's birthday. 


Mr Tong hoped that in a multiracial society, government departments should not stir 
up such trivial matters in the interest of interracial harmony and goodwill. 


The municipal councillors who attended the news conference deplored this incident. 
They planned to inquire and protest about it in the regular monthly meeting 
scheduled for the 30th of this month in the hope that such incidents will not re- 
cur in the future.

REVELATIONS REPORTED CONCERNING PEOPLE'S PARTY SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITLES 
Lahore NAWA-I-WAQT in Urdu 26 Mar 81 pp 3, 10 


[Article by Karachi correspondent, 25 March: "A Plan for Subversive Activities 
in Pakistan Was Drawn Up in Amsterdam by the Banned People's Party; Killing 
Important Personalities and Destruction of Installations Topped the List; 25 
People Were Sent on Forged Passports to Attend a Meeting in Holland; The Hijackers 
Were Taken Aboard the Plane Before Everyone Else; 25 Armed Personnel of PIA and 
Airport Staff Surrounded the Plane to Ward Off Their Arrest; At the Time of 
Hijacking of the Plane, the Machine Used for Detecting Arms Was Put Out of 

Order; Checks for 300,000 Rupees to Salamullah and 700,000 Rupees to His 
Accomplices Were Given by Nusrat Bhutto" ] 


[Text] The overall anti-state elements belonging to the banned People's Party, 
with the joint effort of their foreign patrons and fanatic leaders bent upon 
revenge, eventually included a plan for hijacking a plane. Their real plan 

was to murder important personalities and to destroy some of the most significant 
installations. A Karachi newspaper, citing a reliable source, reported that a 
meeting of the leaders of the People's Party was held at Amsterdam, the capital 
of Holland [sic], in March 1979. Murtaza Bhutto, the local secretary of Mustafa 
Khan's party, Mr Shah and Nusrat Bhutto's secretary, Malik Munir, partictpated in 
that meeting. Malik Munir left Pakistan on a forged British passport to attend 
that meeting. 25 british passports were brought from Mir Pur city of Azad 
Kashmir for 25 selected members of the party including Malik Munir. After 
photographs were switched, the passports were used for travel abroad. These 
individuals were later sent for training to Israel, India and Afghanistan. Their 
actual training t: »%k place in Israel. At present, they have been dispersed 

in various countries and have maintained constant contact with their accomplices 
involved in underground activities in Pakistan. The newspaper also made an 
interesting revelation that the source that provided these details called himself 
Tipu. According to that source, the plan was to have been carried out within 

an year but the conspirators found no suitable opportunity for that. During 

that time, Murtaza Bhutto and his mother put pressure on the accomplices to 

act as soon as ssible, because things would take a different turn once the plot 
was revealed. 


Dur to extreme pressure exerted by Nusrat Bhutto, a plot for current destructive 
activities began with the murder of Hafiz Aslam at Jami'a Karachi, the burning 
of a DC-10 plane, disturbances in educational institutions and the airplane 
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hijacking. The source further disclosed that on the day of the hijacking, the 
machine used for detecting arma was deliberately put out of order, The hijackers 
were taken aboard the plane before the arrival of the passengers. At that time, 
25 armed personnel, consisting of loaders, traffic engineers and employees of 
other services, surrounded the plane so that in the event of a disturbance they 
could rescue the hijackers. The source revealed that the day on which Hafiz 
Aslam was murdered and the plane was hijacked, Salamuillah and his companions 

were given 300,000 rupees and 700,000 rupees, respectively. That amount was 
provided by Nusrat Bhutto. The checks given to the hijackers at Kabul airport 
for 10,000 each, were issued in Karachi. The amount of 1 million rupees was 

was deposited in different banks at Karachi in the accounts of various individuals, 
Rach of the three hijackers was provided with three passports, each issued under 
differermt names, and the ammunition they used was foreign.

FORMER AZAD KASHMIR LEADER APPEALS POR LIMITED POLLTICAL ACTIVITY

[Yext) Sardar Abdul Qayyum Khan, a former president of Agad Kashmir and leader 

of che All Jammu and Kashmir Muslim Conference, appealed to the Government of 
Pakistan to allow limited political activities and remove censorship from news- 
papers eo that the people could be informed about the affaires of the country. 
During an interview with the press on the occasion of a reception given in his 
honor by the president of the Muslim Conference in Britain, Maulana Muhammad Yaqub 
Chiehti, Sardar Abdul Qayyum told the press that the creation of a vacuum due to 
the absence of political activity has benefited subversive elements. Therefore, 
various political parties should be given freedom to organize meetings within their 
premises. Besides, those MRD (Movement for Restoration of Democracy] leaders who 
were not involved in subversive activity should be freed. He said that the 
president should revive ail those political parties that he wanted to be active 
and that 411 registered parties should be permitted to engage in limited political 
activities. Responding to 4 question, he said that the security of the country 
is above the restoration of democracy. When there is a clash between the security 
of the state and the restoration of democracy, he condemned the latter. He said 
that if the country were secure, politics, islam and democracy would aleo exist. 
If the government stepped forward to protect the country, everyone should give it 
full support. Replying to another question, Sardar Abdul Qayyum said that in his 
view an interim constitutionconformed to marshal law and the constitution of 1973 
was not affected by it. He emphasized that positive steps should be taken to 
restore democracy. However, he did not wish to use an interim constitution for 
confrontation. If the demand for elections was supportive of the government, 
they had no objection to that. Responding to 4 question asked by a member of the 
press, he eaid that none of the MRD leadere refused to meet with him. He never 
told anyone that he was going for 4 meeting with the MRD members because when 
President Gen Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq gave him permission to meet with the leaders of 
MRD he had already left the govement. He said that primarily the country was in 
danger of subversive elements. Replying to another question, he said that elec- 
tions should be held in Agad Kashmir under the guidance of 4 neutral body. For 
that purpose, the current administration would have to be replaced.

SUBVERSLVES TRALNED IN KABUL BY MURTAZA BHUTTO ABSCOND WITH FUNDS

liave Absconded With Large Sume of Money; Most of the Gueryillas Have Given 
Themselves Up to the Authorities After Returning to Pakistan; Liberation Army 
Split on the Question of Personal Loyalty and Distribution of Money"] 


[Text! The daily GUARDIAN reports that many members of the Peoples Liberation 
Army, trained at Murtaza Bhutto's headquarters in Kabul, absconded with Large 
sume of money that they received when they were sent to Pakistan for subversive 
activities. Some of the gueryillas gave themselves up to the authorities after 
returning to Pakistan; the rest were caught while they were engaged in subversive 
activities. Commenting on the hijacking of the PIA plane and its aftermath, 

the GUARDIAN says that the plan of the Azg-Zulfiqar organization to murder certain 
leaders of Pakistan included in the list the name of Tariq Rahim, the deceased. 
Murtaza Bhutto hated Tariq Rahim very much, the reason being that the deceased 
openly supported the new government under the leadership of President Gen 
Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq. There was a rumor in the close circles of Murtaza Bhutto 
that Tariq Rahim also supported the death sentence for Zulfiqar Ali Bhutto. 
According to sources close to the Peoples Liberation Army in New Dehli, one of 
the main reasons for hijacking the PIA plane was that Tariq Rahim was traveling 
on it. According to a report received from Kabul, Murtaza and Shahnawaz Bhutto 
withheld news of the activities of Ag-Zulfiqar from their mother and sister 

but later on, through some foreign sources, informed them about the whole 
situation. 


According to the newspaper, most of the Middle East countries that Murtaza 
Bhutto visited, especially the United Arab Emirates, pressured him to leave 
Kabul. 


Commenting on the activities of the Peoples Liberation Army, the newspaper 
notes that every month 10-15 Pakistanis are given training at its headquarters 
in Kabul. Afreer they are equipped with the necessary ammunition and funds, 

they are sent to Pakistan for subversive activities. But Murtaza's efforts 
have always failed him since, according to recent reports, most of those given 
such training either disappeared with the money or informed the government about 
their activities upon their arrival in Pakistan. Nevertheless, some individuals 
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did prove loyal but wete apprehended upon their arrival in Pakistan, When 
Russian weapons were seized from them, the people providing them with such 
Weapons aiso faced 4 severe setback. According to the newspaper, when Shahnawasz 
Bhutto reached Kabul, afte completing his training, he renamed himself Nabil. 
But then he faced severe problema because the theoretical differences in the 
ranks of the Peoples Liberation Army became evident. There was a dispute over 


personal loyalty and the distribution of money became the most disputed aspect 
of the daily routine,

|Text] Vienna, 8 Apr=<-More than 10,000 political dissidents in Pakistan have been 
arrested or imprisoned by President Ziaul Haq's martial law regime, according to 
information trickling into luropean capitals, reports UNI. 


Repurte from Islamabad speak of ruthless suppression of General Zia's political op- 
ponents and mee arrests. There have been appeals to Ammesty International to bring 
pressure on the Zia administration to loosen the grip on the opposition. 


Observers say the present crackdown is without parallel in the country's history. 
Informed circles alleged that the hijacking of the PAL jetliners last month was a 


ruse engineered by President Zia himself as an excuse to throttle the little dis- 
sent left in the country. 





The government controlled press, radio and television are being used to pour out 
vitriolic propaganda against Bhutto's Pakistan People's Party. 


Bhutto's widow Nusrat, his daughter Benazir and his two sons are being accused of 
playing the politics of terrorism. 


A Pakistani immigrant here with close connections with the Bhutto family has claimed 
that the leader of the hijackers was a Karachi student who had the reputation of 
being a government plant in student circles. 


The sources claimed that he was seen boarding the aircraft at Karachi in a major's 
uniform. Several passengers of the hijacked plane have said that they saw him 
being handed weapons used in the hijacking. 


Observers claim that the Afghan Government asked the hijackers to move from Kabul 
after they discovered that the hijackers were Zia's men. This was why Colonel 
al-OQadhdhafi had refused permission for the aircraft with the released prisoners 
to land in Tripoli, they said. 


The released prisoners are not members of the Pakistan People's Party but political 
unknowns with the exception of Dr Ghulam Hussain from Punjab. Once Mr Ghulam Mustapha 
Khan's right-hand man; Mr Khan, a former governor of Punjab and Bhutto's most trusted 
lieutenant, now lives in London. 
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Another reason forwarded to discount the theory that the hijack waa engineered by 
Mutto's son Murtaga ia that no son would endanger the lives of hia mother and 
sister, who are President Zia's prisoners. 


The recently-established nine=-party alliance for the restoration of democracy in 
Pakistan was the result of monthe of delicate negotiations Mra Nusrat Bhutto had 
personally conducted with her former political foes. Mra Bhutto and Benazir are 
being kept with common criminals in jaile and made to do hard labour. Mra Bhutto 
is in a Karachi jail, while her daughter ie tmprisoned in Sukkur, in Sind Province,

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DRILLING OF FIVE OFFSHORE WELLS IN PROCESS

[Text] Simultaneous drilling in five offshore wells went on full blast during 
the long Easter weekend but particular attention was focused on Galoc-1l which 
is being drilled by Philippine Cities Service Inc. (PCSI). 


Since Wednesday last week, Galoc-1 has reached 7,100 ft.--a depth that's likely 
to show interesting zones of the reefal structure. The well is programmed for 
12,000 ft. 


PCSI drillers are starting to run a series of radioactive and acoustic surveys 
to evaluate the physical properties of rocks penetrated by the drill bit. 


Development later in the week are expected to be more interesting when the well 
nears its programmed depth. 


Galoc-1 is being closely watched because it is the first of several large 
structures offshore that are now the object of exploration work. 


If drillers etrike oil, PCSI and its local partners are in for a big bonanza 
since a structure of the size of Baloc could yield as much as 500 million bar- 
rels of recoverable deposits. 


At Cadlao-3, Amoco started conducting production dry runs in preparation for 
commercial operation sometime in June. The well along with Cadlao-1 will be put 
into production at an initial rate of 9,000 barrels per day.

PRESIDENT SPEAKS ON FEATURES OF NEW ELECTORAL SYSTEM 
BK161303 Colombo International Service in English 1045 GMT 16 Apr 81 


[Text] Explaining the principal features of the new electoral syatem, the presi- 
dent yesterday reaffirmed his belief that no future parliament would be in a position 
to scrap or basically amend the present constitution. No party, he said, would here- 
after be able to secure the two-thirds parliamentary majority required to effect an 
amendment to the constitution. This was the consequence of the introduction of the 
proportional representation system. Even Mre Sirima Bandaranaike had acknowledged 
this, the president said. Jayewardene was addressing a new year festival at Kep- 
pitipola in the (Valemad) electorate. 


He pointed out that the new constitution had stabilized the executive in the country. 
Stabilization of the executive was a step that had to be taken to provide for the 
nation's development. The stabilization of the executive will enable those in 
authority to take decisions for the welfare of the people untrampled by the possible 
electoral setback. The new constitution, he pointed out, was designed to help the 
country achieve a strong and stable economy. 


The president said that the next parliamentary election would be held in 1983 and 
the next presidential election in February 1984. He described the elections to the 
development council to be held on 4 June as a mini-election, but it would not how- 
ever change the composition or shape of the present government. At these elections, 
neither candidates nor their relations would be permitted to undertake house-to- 
house canvassing. Political demonstrations connected with these elections would 
also not be allowed, although meetings could be held and leiflets distributed. He 
added that the maintenance of law and order required the enforcement of such mea- 
sures. 
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
